Letter by Alexander Stephens 
Given Wesleyan College Library

and pillaged. Personal effects, let- 
ters, etc., were scattered about the 
place and in the road. In command 
of an army of the 28th Pennsylvania 
infantry was a young captain, John 
0. Saget 

“He picked up a letter in front of 
Cogburn’s home, and when he looked 
at it, he felt that he had a prize, for 
it was a letter in the handwriting and 
bearing the signature of Alexander H. 
Stephens, vice president of the Con- 
federate States of America.” 

Through marriage of a nephew of 
Captain Foering and a daughter of 
Brigadier General Clement Evans, of 
the Confederate army, the letter 
eventually found its way into the 
hands of Dr. Stephens. The letter wag 
dated at Crawfordville, October 27, 
1858. It dealt with a lawcase.

Health Talks |

—— 
EXPERIMENTAL MATERIAL 
RELUCTANT TO SERVE. 

So far only four of the thousand 
stréng, healthy persons I called upon 
to volunteer to serve as material for 
experiments to settle the rabies con- 
troversy have registered. My proposal 
was that a thousand men who are 
heavily in debt to society voluntarily 
expose themselves to a choice collec- 
tion of rabid dogs, within some suit- 
able enclosure where the dogs and 
men might mingle without restraint, 
while I and a number of other ob- 
servers remain in a safe place just 
outside the fence, ready te administer 
proper first aid to any subject’ who 
might collect a bite or even a scratch 
—that is, a swabbing of the wound 
with iodin and perhaps an immediate 
prophylactic dose of serum to prevent 
tetanus (lockjaw). I sincerely be- 
lieve the momentary indignation and 
annoyance of the man _ so _ bitten 
would be the extent of his sufferings, 
even if the dog inflicting the wound 
were obviously ill of rabies. But of 
course this is merely ‘my opinion. 
Until some such actual experiment 
is made, on human subjects, the ques- 
tion of the occurence of the disease 
rabies (“hydrophobia’”) in man must 
remain one of opinion. 

Of course my opinion is as likely 
to be wrong as it is to be right. I 
think most good physicians hold the 
opinion that- rabies does sometimes 
occur in man. I have never known a 
physician who has seen a very posi- 
tive case in man, 

Now and then cases of human 
rabies are reported in current med- 
ical literature. Even the reports as 
published are unconvincing. Besides, 
they generally mention that physi- 
cians in attendance on the patients 
are divided in opinion, some regard- 
ing the illness as rabies, others as 
stoutly maintaining it was of dif- 
ferent nature. Where there is so 
much smoke there is likely to be Ht- 
tle fire. 

Whether the human rabies question 
is ever settled or not, I am content 
to swab any dog bite I sustain, with 
common tincture of iodin, and then 
treat it as I would any similar wound. 
Whether to have a prophylactic in- 
jection of anti-tetanus serum is a 
question to leave to the judgment of 
your physician. It depends on the en- 
vironment and the nature of the 
wound.

Citing the operations in this stock 
by Lee Higginson & Company, and 
referring to Richard Whitney, presi- 
dent of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, who has told the committee 
that the exchange has corrected any 
bad practices, the New Yorker said: 

“If Whitney had been president of 
a grocers’ exchange and Higginson was 
selling canned beans and they had 
conspired to misrepresent as they have 
in their present occupation, both 
would be under indictment at this 
time. Now we can do nothing about 
it. And yet they call me a radical.” 

“It has been stated by members 
that the exchange has nothing to do 
with promoting or ballyhooing stock,” 
the congressman said at another point. 
“TIT am prepared to say that any such 
statement is false.” 

As proof of misleading statements 
about stocks. LaGuardia drew from 
his documents a communication sent 
by Hornblower & Weeks to customers 
on March 3, 1932, predicting a bull 
market or a “period of accumulation 
incident to a bull market.” 

“Any such optimistic prophecy is 
not justified,” he added. 

LaGuardia then delved into his pa- 
pers to draw out cancelled checks 
bearing the signature of Plummer and 
made out to various financial writers.

Eight hundred and 
seventy-four of the state’s 8,181 dis- 
tricts gave: Smith 11,831; Roosevelt 
These figures included the vote of 
nearly a third of the 1,556 districts 
in Philadelphia, where much Smith 
strength was concentrated. 

In the fight for the republican 
senatorial nomination, Senator James 
J. Davis, former cabinet member who 
recently came out for _ prohibition 
modification, was leading the fiery 
ex-marine officer, Smedley Butler, 
outspoken dry, more than two to one. 

Returns from 1,334 of the 8,181 
districts gave: Davis, 152.210; But- 
ler, 68,530. 

In another republican fight which 
commanded national attention, Rep- 
resentative Louis T. McFadden, vet- 
eran of congress, had a slight edge on 
Mrs. Cornelia Bryce Pinchot, wife of 
the governor. In 79 out of 312 pre 
cincts of the widespread fifteenth con- 
gressional district the vote was: Mc- 
Fadden, 6,944; Mrs. Pinchot, 5,754. 

Mrs. Pinchot jumped into the race 
after McFadden had made his speech 
from the floor of congresa criticizin 
President Hoover for his internationa 
finance policies and accusing him of 
“selling out’ to Europe. 

The task of compiling the returns 
was slowed down by the fact the field 
included nearly 2,400 state, district 
and local candidates. 

In the face of the almost total ab- 
sencé of final results from the Smith- 
;Roosevelt duel for 68 district dele- 
gates to the convention, and _ the 
meagre state-wide totals on delegates- 
at-large, factional leaders reiterated 
their pre-election claims. 

Followers of Governor Roosevelt 
predicted he would gather in from 60 
to 65 of the 76 convention votes. Smith 
leaders conceded Roosevelt was cer- 
tain of a bloc of 28 delegates, largely 
in districts where all entries were re- 
garded as being pledged to the New 
York governor. 

On the other hand, they maintained 
Smith would get the entire bloc of 
14 delegates from Philadelphia, half 
Allegheny’s 10, and the Suzerne-Lack- 
awanna districts. 

Among the 20 candidates for dele- 
gates-at-large who will have half a 
vote each, contests exist for only four 
places. The other 12 have agreed to 
abide by the preferential vote. 

The law does not make the pref- 
erential vote binding on _ delegates, 
even though they agree to abide by it. 


SMITH IS VICTOR 
IN MASSACHUSETTS VOTE 

BOSTON, April 26.—(4)—A full 
slate of delegates-at-large favoring 
Alfred E. Smith for president was 
elected by democratic voters of Massa- 
chusetts today to represent this state 
in the national party convention. In- 
complete returns from district dele- 
gate contests showed Smith candi- 
dates also to be leading in a majority 
of the districts reported. 

Returns’ from nearly half of the 
precincts of the state, including a 
majority of the precincts of Boston, 
gave the Smith candidates for dele- 
gates at large a lead of more than 
two to one over the rival slate pledged 
to Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
of New York.

Curley, of Boston, leader of the Roose- 
velt candidates for delegate at large. 
Curley, high man at this point on the 
Roosevelt statewide slate, was trailing 
27,000 votes behind the lowest can- 
didate on the Smith ticket.

A brilliant and interesting example 
of drawing correct inferences from the 
bidding, not only of partner, but op- 
ponents, occurred in a recent rubber 
game in a Pittsburgh bridge club.

ECONOMY ISSUE. 
IN HOUSE TODAY 


BY CECIL B, DICKSON. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—(7—~ 

A tense house prepared today for a 
great legislative battle over the far- 
reaching omnibus economy bill. 
_ Party leaders whipped their forces 
into line for a big drive to clamp 
securely onto the house tomorrow 
strict procedure to force the $217,- 
000,000 retrenchment measure through 
to passage. 

The opposition, however, confident- 
ly claimed their bi-partisan forces 
would override the leaders. 

The leaders plan that the bill be 
debated for two hours and then taken 
up for amendment. Four amendments 
are to be permitted under each of the 
measure’s 10 titles and debate is to 
be restricted to 10 minutes for each 
proposed change.’ A majority vote 
must be had to make the procedure 
effective. 

Despite this rigid plan, sufficient 
latitude will remain for extensive re- 
vision and all indications are that 
this will follow, 

Three vital provisions — federal 
wage cuts, army and navy consoli- 
dation and reduction of veterans’ 
henefits—will be the points of most 
bitter conflict. 

Although Speaker Garner and Rep- 
resentative Rainey, of Illinois, the 
democratic, leader, expect the wide- 
spread demand for economy will com- 
pel the house to approve the major 
portion of the bill, the republican 
leader, Representative Snell, of New 
York, looks with doubt on the propos- 
al to consolidate the army and navy 
and the flat wage cut plan. The ad- 
ministration is opposed to the con- 
solidation of the military establish- 
ments. 


Veterans’ Relief Issue. 

The formal report of the commit- 
tee, filed by Chairman McDuffie in 
the house late in the day, went into 
exhaustive details on the bill and 
placed the savings at approximately 
$200,000,000, 

It argued that the relief to veter- 
ans “hangs over the future of the 
country like a black cloud,” and said 
that without additional benefita ex- 
isting laws would bring the cost of 
veterans’ relief to the country to 
£1,300,000,000 annually within ten 
years, 

On the section granting President 
Hoover authority to reorganize the 
government subject to congressional 
approval, the report said: 

“It is believed this veto power af- 
fords ample security against any pos- 
sible abuse or unwise use of the pow- 
er granted the president. .. .” 

The report said the scaling down 
of benefits to veterans proposed in 
the bill would affect 123,320 persons 


and save the government $48,714,000 


annually by reducing allowances, 
pensions and hospitalization to per- 
sons having an income of $1,500 if 
single, and those having ineomes of 


'$3.500 if married, allowing $400 for 


each dependant.
